SWEETBREADS .W NEW WAY 


Served With Tomatoes They Make a 


Dish That Will Tickle 


' 
the Palats. 


Take n, pound of sweetbreads, re- 


move all the rough parts and soak in 
cold water over night in a cool place. 
In the morning wr.sh them, cover with 
cold water and place over the fire. 
As sooni as the water bolls pour it off, 
put on. more -and let simmer half an 
hour. Add a teaspoonful of salt be- 
fore taking from the fire.- Drain from 
the hot water, prunge into cold water 
and then- drain. If tho sections hnv« 
a.pink tinge when pulled apart and 
the thin .membrane removed they are 
not cooked enough, so boil a few min- 
utes longer. Never allow them to 
boll linfd and fast—just, barely sim- 
mer. Slice them and fry brown in two 
tablespoonfuls of butter or drippings. 
Pare fine, medium-sized tomatoes and 
cut into Email pieces. 
When 
the 


sweetbreads are brown remove them 
anij cook the tomatoes in the butter 
in which the sweetbreads were fried 
Stir often and.let them cook to pieces. 
Season to taste with salt, pepper and 
cloves. 
.When the tomatoes 
have 


cooked smooth stir in a teaspooriful 
of butter rolled in flour; drop the 
sweetbreads into the tomato, boll up 
once and serve.

hasten a comparison. In Atlrelstane'a 
time a horse was worth 120 shillings, 
an ox 30 pence, a cow 20 pence, a 
sheep 5 pence,.a hog 8 pence, a slave 
20 shillings, making a slave, worth 
eight oxen, and these prices, except 
in times of famine, appear to ha'/a 
changed little under the Norman. In 
1150 whent sold at IS pence the quar- 
ter of eight bushels, and in 1243 it 
brought only 24 pence, but in 1024 
seed wheat sold at 3 shillings a bush- 
el, barley at 2 shillings and oats at 
1 shilling a bushel.—National Maga- 
zine.
